THE © book-production in pre- 
4 Reformation times was im- 
mense. From 1445 to 1520 no less 
than 74,945 editions.of books con- 
sisting of 54,897,500 copies were 
tinted by the different presses of 
the printers. This enormous book- 
roduction was preponderantly 
Catholic. Luther and his partisans 
who up to January, 1521, still be- 
longed externally to the Catholic 
Church, issued about 450 editions 
or 450,000 copies from 1517 to 
1521. The Jews printed prior to 
1521 no more than 239 books or 
about 100,000 copies, the heretical 
Hussites 15 books or about 10,000 
‘copies, and the Greek Schismatics 
18 books or about 9,000 copies. 


- Accordingly the sumtotal of books 


printed by non-Catholics prior to 
1521 does not amount to more than 
569,000 copies or a little more than 
one percent of the total produc- 
tion. 

Subtracting the books written 
and printed by non-Catholics we 
have 54,328,500 Catholic books 
printed in pre-Reformation times. 
The Reformation properly so-called 
dates from January, 1521, when 
Lather was cut off from the Church 
by the excommunication of the 
Pope. : 

Catholics printed prior to 1521 
twice as many books as the Ameri- 
cans during the 158 years from 
1639 to 1786 and nearly twice as 
many as the English during the 
hundred years from 1732 to 1832. 
The annual output of editions of 
books in the United States reached 
only in 1880 the output of books in 
1520. In 1907 the total number of 
books preserved in the United 
States amounted to 700 millions. 
not quite thirteen times as many 


as were printed by Catholics in 
pre-Reformation times. 

Catholic book-production of pre- 
Reformation times was polyglot; 
bdoks were printed in no less than 
twenty-six different languages. 

We shall grasp the vastness of 
pre-Reformation book-production if 
we express it in terms of measure- 
ments. Assuming that those books 
were no thicker on the average 
than one inch, we find that all the 
books placed side by side in a row 
would form a straight tine of no 
less than 832 miles. Yet we be- 
lieve that those books were a little 
thicker on the average than one 
inch and accordingly the row 
formed by them would extend 
somewhat more than 832 miles. 

If all the lines printed in pre- 
Reformation books would be joined 
together, they would form a 
straight line of 12,483,000 and 
more miles. A fast reader who 
could read 840 pages in twelve 
hours, would need 84 years to 
finish only one copy of every edi- 
tion printed prior to 1521, or 42 
years if he would read twenty-four 
hours a day. To read every copy 
of each edition at the rate of 70 
pages an hour and twelve hours’ 
reading each day, would require no 
less than 61,642 years for a single 
reader. 

There are some other aspects of 
pre-Reformation book-production, 
as f. i. the capital invested in 
printing and bookselling, the con- 
tent of these books, the time con- 
sumed in producing a single book, 
the binding and embellishing of 
books, which we pass over. In con- 
clusion we mention the fact that 
the esthetic canon of placing the 
text with unequal margins on the 
pages is an invention of the pre- 
Reformation printers.

WORKING MEN’S INDULT 


| In a letter directed to the clergy of the diocese this week, the Most Rev- 

erend Bishop stated that the special working men’s Indult, allowing the heads of 
families and their dependents special dispensations during the Lenten Season had 
expired and that he was awaiting the renewal of it at any time. The Most Reverend 
Bishop announces that this Indult, for a period of five years, has just been received 
from Vatican City, and therefore its inclusion in the Lenten regulations may be 
made as usual. 


The Most Reverend Bishop likewise wishes to modify one other provision 
contained in his letter to the clergy. In his letter, he had authorized them to grant 
individual dispensations in the confessional, but he is willing that all people, bound 
by the Lenten Law, who will attend all public week day evening devotions, should 
be dispensed. It must be distinctly understood that this substitution, or some 
other especially imposed by the confessor, pastor or assistant, is necessary, if 
one would be dispensed from fasting and abstinence. No Bishop has a right to 
dispense from the Divine law requiring penance for sins committed.

Death of Sister M. 
Eulogia at Donaldson 


Sunday morning at 9:20 death 
visited Convent Ancilla Domini, 
Donaldson, Indiana, and summoned 
to her eternal reward the oldest 
member of the community. For a 
span of almost seventy-five years 
Sister Eulogia had served God in 
the community of the Poor Hand- 
maids of Jesus Christ. 


Sister Eulogia, formerly Cathe- 
rine Henrich, was born Nov. 30, 
1889 at Marxheim, Germany. She 
entered the convent at Dernbach, 
Germany, September 2, 1858. Her 
investiture followed on Febr. 26, 
1859, and her vows were pro- 
nounced on April 10, 1861. 

In 1869, Sister Eulogia came to 
America to aid in the work that 
had been started the year previous 
in the Diocese of Fort Wayne by 
the Poor Handmaids of Jesus 
Christ; since then she labored in 
various fields: schools, orphanages, 
and hospitals. After her golden 
jubilee, which was observed in 1911, 
she remained at the Motherhouse. 

The greater part of the last years 
of her life was spent before the 
Blessed Sacrament. Until her nine- 
ty-third birthday Sister Eulogia 
was in need of no care. Her mind 
was clear to the last. Saturday af- 
ternoon she expressed this wish, “I 
should like to see all the Sisters 
once more.” The Sisters gathered

| LONDON, ENGLAND.—Speak- 
Ing to a Conference of Teachers 
‘and Local Administrators called by 
the Bishop of Ripon on “The Place 
of Religion in Education,” Lord 
Irwin, President of the Board of 
‘Education, delivered an address of 
great moment and significance. 
“Tf we believe in Christianity at 
all,” he declared, “it must needs be 
the most important thing im life; 
and must find effective place in 
‘any educational system that truly 
deserves the name.” 

As one who believes that religion 
is vital to the welfare and pros- 
‘perity of any State or society, he 
proclaimed his concern: to see that 
the religious teaching in our 
schools should be as thorough and 
as efficient as our existing statu- 
tory provisions permit. 

Public opinion, he _ said, has 
‘moved and is moving steadily away 
from the: secular solution, conse- 
‘quently he thought we might take 
it that the State is likely to be 
sympathetic to the encouragement 
of religious teaching throughout 
the educational system. 

In the secondary schools which 
are the main recruiting ground for 
the teaching profession, he urged 
‘the great importance of the re- 
ligious teaching and about its place 
in the curriculum of the training 
colleges he was equally emphatic. 

“Clarion Call” 

Finally, in. words which recall 
Bishop MecNulty’s warning to the 
public at Nottingham, Lord Irwin 
appealed to all those who proclaim 
themselves adherents of the Chris- 
tian faith not to be blind to the 
insidious attacks that are today 
being made upon the whole Chris- 
tian position.

Apostolic Delegate to 
the United States To 
Be Made Cardinal 


(Contirued from Page Three) 


having occupied important posi- 
tions in Rome before his appoint- 
ment. as Apostolic Delegate to the 
United States, when he came to 
America, he epitomized in some 
measure in his own life the influ- 
ence and universal stature of the 
Church. 


During his more than ten years 
in the United States, he had oppor- 
tunity to visit virtually all of the 
106-American dioceses. These vis- 
its, which he undertook in the spe- 
cial capacity of “Apostolic Visitor,” 
took him into every state in the 
Union, and enabled him to obtain 
a first-hand understanding of the 
problems and the work of the 
Church in this country. His Ex- 
cellency also undertook a_ special 
survey of the seminaries in the 
United States, major and minor, in 
each of the 15 ecclesiastical Prov- 
inces. So that today he is as well 
or better informed concerning lhe 
Church in America as any non- 
American living. 


His period of office covered dif- 
ficult times, when the task of 
Apostolic Delegate to the United 
States was not easy. There was 
the Ku Klux Klan movement, when 
it was in its heyday. And there 
was the Presidential election of 
1928, when bigotry mustered all its 
venom against the Church and the 
most grotesque of charges were 
made. During these periods, Mon- 
signor Fumasoni-Biondi, by admir- 
able sanity of view and patience, 
conducted his duties in such a man- 
ner as to keep his office singularly 
free of mud-slinging and to win 


admiration from. thinking persons 


everywhere in the country. 


Providence happily granted 
His Excellency,’ as against these 
painful periods, that he remain 
long enough to witness the almost 
complete vanishing from the Unit- 
ed States of the bigotry movement. 
Thus he was privileged to see Cath- 
olics returning to -an estate where, 
perhaps more than ever before, 
their devotion to their country and 
their worth as citizens was gen- 
erally recognized. ! 

One outstanding exemplification 
of this new spirit in the Nation 
came in 1932 with the impressive 
observances of the Bicentennial of 
George Washington. In this pay- 
ing of honor to the great American 
patriot Catholics took a leading 
part, and moreover opportunity was 
given to bring again to the atten- 
tion of Americans the patriotic 
service of Catholics from Revolu- 
tionary days to the present. Arch- 
bishop Fumasoni-Biondi joined 
whole-heartedly in these tributes 
to the Father of the American Na- 
tion, notably appearing publicly 
and participating in the ceremon- 
ies at Alexandria, Va., held in a 
Catholic church to the founding of 
which General Washington contrib- 
uted. 

There came, too, in his period of 
office, the great persecution in 
Mexico, which was of tremendous 
importance to the Catholics of the 
United States as the nearest neigh- 
bors of their co-religionists. When 
virtually the entire Mexican Hier- 
archy was thrust from the country 
by the persecutors, they found 
sanctuary in the United States. So 
also did hundreds of priests and 
Sisters and many thousands of the

Government is going to be tied 
down to earth by red tape and 
statutory regulations.

St. Leo 
says we ought to celebrate the 
chair of St. Peter with no less joy 
than the day of his martyrdom; 
for as in this he was exalted to a 
throne of glory in heaven, so by 
the former he was installed head 
of the Church on earth. 

Thursday, February 23.—St. Pe- 
ter Damian was born in 988 and 
achieved great distinction at the 
University of Parma. He deserted 
the world and eventually became 
head of the monks of Font-Avel- 
lano. Seven Popes in succession 
made him their constant advisor 
and he was at last created Cardinal 
Bishop of Ostia. He withstood 
Henry IV of Germany and labored 
in defense of Alexander III against 
the Antipope, whom he forced to 
yield and seek for pardon. 

Friday, February 24.—St. Mat- 
thias, apostle. Matthias was. se- 
lected, afver prayer, to fill the va- 
eancy among the Apostles left by 
the defaleation of Judas. He was, 
above all, remarkable for his mor- 
tification of the flesh. , 

Saturday, February 25.—St. Tar- 
asius was born at Constantinople 
about the middle of the eighth cen- 
tury, of a noble family. He was 
made consul and afterwards first 
secretary of state to the Emperor 
Constantine and the Empress Irene, 
his mother. In the midst of the 
court he led a religious life and 
was chosen unanimously to be the 
successor of Paul, patriarch of 
Constantinople,
